2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

A review of applicants arguments in amendment filed on June 18, 2004 and a 
review of the instant pending claims has convinced the examiner that the claims are 
allowable over the applied prior art of record. The prior art fails to teach or suggest that 
the article for reinforcing a structural element comprises a rigidified mesh tape having a 
plurality of longitudinal fibers and a plurality of lateral fibers, wherein the fiber are coated 
in a resin, and a sheet removably attached to at least one side of said mesh tape, 
wherein when said sheet is removed it exposes a clean roughened surface of said tape. 
Also, no evidentiary support could be provided to support the position that the instant 
claimed invention would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art.
